Limerick, or either of them ; nor to repeal or alter any of the Provisions, 3* G™. 1 11. 
Clauses, or Regulations, contained in several Acts of the Parliament of 
Ireland, of the Thirty-third, Thirty-seventh, and Thirty-eighth year's of 
the reign of His present Majesty, recited in the said Act of the Fifty-first 

2 year, or either of them, with regard to Stage Coaches or other Carriages 
carrying Passengers for Hire, on the said Roads, or either of them : ” 

AND whereas the Road leading from Kilwortli Mountain to the City jtovJkvlInr 
of Cork, being included in the several Provisions of the said Act of the imiT' 
Thirty-eighth year of the reign of His present Majesty, and the additional t° 
Tolls relating to Carriages conveying Persons for Hire upon the said r “'" d A "' 
Road, having been granted, limited and secured, in and by the said Act, 1 ' 
it is just and reasonable that like Provisions should be made respecting gStto'lik, 
the additional Tolls upon Carriages conveying Persons for Hire on the L' ovisiDns as 
Turnpike Road leading from Kilwortli Mountain to the City of Cork, c. 40, should

to the Roads leading from Dublin to Killculkn Bridge, and from 
Naas to Limerick as aforesaid : 

ffit it therefore tacteti, by The KIN G’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT all or any Clauses and Provisions in 
.the said recited Act of the Fiftieth year of the Itcign of llis present 
Majesty, whereby the limitation of Passengers to be conveyod by Stage 
Coaches or Carriages conveying Persons for Hire are repealed, shall not 
• extend or be construed to extend to the said Turnpike ltoad leading 
from Kilworth Mountain to the City of Cork , nor to repeal or alter any 
of the Provisions Clauses or Regulations contained in the said recited Act 
of the Thirty-eighth year of the Reign of His present Majesty, with 
regard to Stage Coaches or oilier Carriages carrying Passengers for 
Hire on the said Road. 

And be it further Enacted, That from and after the 

it shall and may be lawful to and for all and every 
Person and Persons, in whom the Tolls are vested under the said 
recited Act of the thirty-eighth year of the Reign of His present 
Majesty, their and each and every of their Executors, Administrators 
;and Assigns, to have, demand, receive and take, upon the said Road 
leading from Kilworih Mountain to 'the 'City of Cork, within the 
limits for that purpose specified by the said Act of the Thirty-eighth 
year of His present Majesty’s Reign, and during the continuance of 
the said Act, by such Person or Persons as they shall authorize thereto, 
such Tolls, and in such cases respectively, as by the said last recited Act 
of the Thirty-eighth year of His present Majesty’s Reign, they arc 
authorized and empowered to have, demand, receive and take ; any- 
thing in the said Act of the Fiftieth year of His .present Majesty's .reign, 
to the contrary thereof in anywise notwithstanding. 

Ancl be it further Enacted, That from and after the 

such and the like Tolls as, under the said herein- 
before recited Act of the Thirty-eighth year of His present Majesty’s 
reign, could or might be demanded, raised, levied and taken, before 
the passing of the said recited Act of the Fiftieth year of the Reign of 
His present Majesty, upon the Road leading from Kilworth Mountain 
to the City of Cork, shall and may be hereafter from time to time 
demanded, raised, levied and taken, in such manner, and under such 
Rules and Regulations in all respects, as by the said recited Act of the 
Thirty-eighth year of His present Majesty’s reign, are specially enacted 
and provided ; any thing in the said recited Act of the Fiftieth year of 
His' present Majesty’s reign to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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
